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shall hold office during the term of office of the judge who ap-
pointed him, and until his successor is appointed and qualified, 
and, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall take and 
subscribe the constitutional oath of office and file the same duly 
certified, together with his appointment, in the office of the clerk 
of the circuit court of the county in which he resides. * • * 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 287. 
AN ACT to amend paragraph (b) of subsection (2) of section 

180.04 of the statutes, relating to co-operative housing corpora-
tions. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Paragraph (b) of subsection (2) of section 180.04 

of the statutes is amended to read: (180.04) (2) (b) To erect 
dwellings on land owned by it and to otherwise improve and de-
velop said land as may be desirable for residential districts, pro-
vided, however, that no single dwelling shall be erected the cost 
of which shall exceed * * * ten thousand dollars, and pro-
vided further that in the erection of dwellings sufficient ground 
space must be provided to furnish adequate air and light to the 
tenants thereof. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
